The  ('ominiltec  appointed  to  devise  ways  and  means 
for  preventing  the  diminution  of  the  c-jpital  of  the  Semi¬ 
nary  presented  the  follow  ing  report : 

'Phe  Committee  appointed  to  devise  wli-it  ways  and 
means  are  expedi*  n!  to  prevent  the  dimiiiutioii  ol  the  capi¬ 
tal  of  the  Seminary,  report  — 

'I’hey  have  iluring  tlie  short  lime  allowed  them  to  con¬ 
sider  the  subject  given  it  their  best  attention.  ’Phey  feel 
It  to  he  one  of  vital  inqiortance  to  the  well  being  of  the 
Seminary.  'Phe  small  remaining  capital  of  this  noble  in- 
stiluliori  is  in  danger  of  being  spent  in  a  few  years.  The 
ordinary  expense*  nf  the  Seminary  exceed  the  income 
arising  from  its  funds  by  more  than  54,000.  To  meet 
this  deficiency .  recourse  had  been  had  to  congregational 
collections.  But  the  evil  has  not  b^en  met  by  this  plan. 
The  permanent  fund  of  the  Seminary  is  still  annually  di¬ 
minishing.  'Phe  Committee  have  examined  the  'Preasu- 
rcr’s  aecounts  for  twelve  years  past,  nnd  they  are  startled 
at  the  result.  In  1826,  the  capital  of  the  Seminary  lH*ar- 
ing  nitercst.  aivl  whith  interest  was  applied  to  meet  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  Institution  was  575.000  ;  in 
1828  it  was  '*09,000  ;  in  1830  it  ha<l  decreased  to  563  000  ; 
ill  1832  to  560.000  ;  in  1834  to  553.0i:00  ;  in  1836  to 
536  600  ;  ami  in  1838  to  $27,898.  How  long  alhliis  rate 
will  the  remnant  of  its  funds  last  ?
